Resolutions Defining Children’s Work 


One of the most important discussions resulted 
in the passage of the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That it is our understanding that FamiLy 
CasE Work, in a generic sense, includes the following 
technical divisions of case work commonly known as (1) 
family welfare work, (2) children’s work, (3) probation 
and parole work, (4) medical social work, (5) visiting 
teacher’s work, (6) psychiatric social work, (7) travel- 
er’s aid work, and others. 


Resolved, That children’s case work is in its nature 
family case work, in that it deals with each child, 
whether in his own home or a foster home, in his rela- 
tion to his own or foster family, and it seeks whenever 
possible to keep him in his own home or adjust him to it 
again. 


Resolved, That in the adjustment of children’s case 
work to other agencies doing family case work, it shall 
be considered within the province of children’s work 
to have referred to the children’s agency 


(1) cases for the investigation, adjustment or plac- 
ing of any child who on the applicant’s state- 
ment seems to need temporarily or permanently 
a new home for any reason, including depen- 
dency and behavior. (Ordinarily included in 
“children’s aid societies.’’) 


(2) cases involving serious cruelty, abuse or neg- 
lect, whether physical, medical or moral. (Or- 
dinarily included in “children’s protective 
societies.’’) 
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cases of children involving degrading or con- 
taminating associations. (Ordinarily included 
in “juvenile protective associations.’’) 


Resolved, That complete children’s case work shall be 
considered to include equipment to make its own 
investigations, facilities for or access to medical and 
psychological service and for its own follow-up work, 
unless it shall appear that in particular cases the investi- 
gation or follow-up of some other agency will be more 
advantageous to the child. 

Resolved, That proper equipment shall be primarily 
interpreted to mean especially trained and experienced 
staff able to render necessary service in its own com- 
munity. 
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Regional Conference Committee Report 

The report as adopted recommends that Re- 
gional Conferences be held during the year in the 
East, Middle West, South and South West, and 
that they be asked to consider, if possible, at least 
one of the three following topics: (1) How to 
Make the School a Greater Social Factor Than It 
is Today in the Lives of Children, (2) The Work 
of Children’s Agencies With Reference tu Broken 
Homes, (3) Standards of Foster Home Care and 
Supervision. 

It was also recommended that the Child Welfare 
League accept at once the suggestion of the Inter- 
City Conference on Illegitimacy to the effect that 
the Conference hold joint regional meetings with 
the League, and that the program of the Inter- 
City Conference be related to the general subject 
of the League’s discussion. 


Constitutional Amendment 
It was voted to recommend to the next annual 
meeting of the League the consideration of an 
amendment to the Constitution enlarging the 
Executive Committee to 21 members so as to allow 
for the representation of the institution group. 


Admission to Membership 
The Committee on Admission to Membership, 
through its Chairman, Mr. C. V. Williams, re- 
ported as follows: 


A. That institutions be admitted upon the basis of 
the following standards: 


1. That every institution shall have equipment 
for intake case study of every child, maintain- 
ing similar standards to those applying to so- 
called placing out or protective societies. 


2. Every institution shall satisfy the inspection 
department of its State as well as meet any 
additional standards of the League. The care 
provided the child in the institution should be 
organized with special reference to his equip- 
ment and training for ordinary home life. The 
child while in the institution shall receive medi- 
cal, dental, and surgical treatment that shall 
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put him in the best possible physical condition, 
including psychiatric treatment where such 
facilities are available. In all cases of doubtful 
mentality effort shall be made to do what pro- 
fessional service recommends. 

3. The institution shall have a systematic plan of 
placement of children with subsequent super- 
vision. The placement and supervision shall 
be in the hands of one or more paid and 
qualified persons. 


A suggestion: When an organization makes appli- 
cation for admission to membership with League, the 
Committee on Admission to Membership should first 
ascertain whether such an organization is duplicating 
the work already being done by a member agency of 
the League in the same field; and if so, suggest that 
prior to admission to the League the two agencies 
should get together and endeavor so to co-ordinate 
their work as to prevent this duplication and over- 
lapping. 


Terminology Recommended 


The following terms were recommended to the 
members of the League to be used in inter-society 
correspondence and in such other ways as is de- 
sired: 


Priacine 

The placing of a child in a family other than its 
own home temporarily or permanently, whether 
with or without payment of any sort to the family, 
shall be known as placing out. 

Placing out is of three sorts: in a free home for 
adoption, in a free home, or in a boarding home. 


ADOPTION 

is the transfer of a child by a legal process so 
that the family and child assume all the obligations 
and the rights of parent and child respectively, 
subject to such limitations as the statutes of the 
various states have established. 


FoLLow-vP 
with children is of two sorts: inspection and 
supervision. 


SUPERVISION 

is understood to mean such follow-up on the 
part of the agency placing out the child as will 
seek to establish continuous friendly relations be- 


tween child and family and child and agency and 
family and agency, so that the agency placing out 
the child be helpful in insuring the best possible 
development of the child’s capabilities. 


INSPECTION 
shall be understood to mean the follow-up of a 
governmental agency that is by law charged with 
the responsibility of ascertaining whether the 
agency supervising the child is doing its duty. 
Each definition was accepted separately by vote.

It was suggested that the membership might be 
interested to have more notes on the work of vari- 
ous committees and that an effort should be made 
to get from members more notes about special 
things which they are doing or trying that seem of 
value to them and that might be of interest to 
others. 


Group Movements Committee Report

Annual Meeting 


A joint program with the National Children’s 
Home and Welfare Association was authorized at 
the time of the meeting of the National Conference 
of Social Work, and Mr. Thurston was asked to act 
as Chairman of the Joint Committee. 


Annual Membership Fee 
A vote was passed recommending that the 
League at its next annual meeting consider an 
amendment to the Constitution establishing a 
membership fee of $25.00 a year. 


Eighteenth Amendment 
A resolution was adopted that the cause of 
child welfare demanded a rigid enforcement of the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 


Federal Child Labor Amendment 
A resolution was passed endorsing the proposed 
Federal Child Labor Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United’ States. 


Forthcoming Library List 

The List about to be published as a special 
BULLETIN will include all of the books in the League 
Library and about one hundred and twenty-five of 
the most useful pamphlets in our files. Titles of 
magazines from which articles have been quoted 
also appear. The issuance of this BULLETIN is de- 
signed to place in the hands of our members infor- 
mation as to what to read on children’s work, as 
well as to stimulate borrowing from the League 
Library.
